HIGH COURT JUDGE ASSAIL- 
FD AS SCOUNDREL 


Judge to Be a fugitive From Justice 
in Yukon -Courts, 


Victoria, B.C., March 4.—A 
remarkable attack on the supreme 
court bench of British Columpia 
was made in the legislature to-day. 
by A. H. B. MacGuwan, member 
for Vancouver. In referring to a 
bill to amend the supreme court 
act of the province, MacGowan 
moved tnat a new section be ad- 
ded reading: ‘‘Provided however 
that no person shall be eligible 
for the position: of judge of the 
said court, or sit in judgement on 
any case, who has been tried and 
cunyicteu of crime, or who has 
been charged, and not absulately 
exonerated, of such charge, or 
against whom the slightest sus- 
picion of wrong doing remains.” 

McGowan -said he had never 
had a case before the supreme 
cuurt, and he hoped to God that 
he never would. ‘The judiciary 
was bad. ‘I'ne judges were ap- 
pointed through political influ- 
voces. The nignept legal author- 
1ues in the province had charac- 
terized the supreme court bench 
as Composed ut two lunatics, one 
tool, and one scoundrel and 
fugiuve irom jusuce. ‘he three 
former he would teave to their 
deserts rum the Aimighty. 

Ot the latter, he haa sumething 
lo Bay. ‘ihe perquisite of a 
juuge was tu protect thuse unable 
lu protect WieMovives. ‘the man 
UL Whull he spuke was Ueller 
Nuleu fur the pelitenliary than 
lo huld any position in the vourts 
of the land. He was worse than 
a beachvomber, awaiting the in- 
coming tide, to rob its human 
jetsam, worse than the ghouls 
prowling around the morgue to 
wrest the rings from the fingers 
of the dead. . 

' What was the history of this 
man? Years ago, a miner had 
died in the Yukon. His widow 
came forward and claimed her 
inheitance of gold, only to find it 
hau been taken by another man. 
Ihere were delays, unintentional 
or otherwise, beture the wheels of 
justice began to revolve. ‘The 
culprit escaped, for a couple ot 
years he rusticated, then turned 
up again in this province. He 
was promoted to the courts. 

A goud pulitical toul, his pro- 
motion was rapid. He reached 
the supreme cuurt bench. ‘The 
methods of the Yukon had fol- 
lowed this man to British Colum- 
bia. Justice was being bought 
and sold. Here, it was only 
necessary to make it right with 
the ‘‘powers that be,’’ and justice 
was meted out accordingly. 

“In the course of the debate, 

Attorney -General Bowser pointed 
out that the province had no 
power to deal with the constitution 
of the Supreme court bench in 
British Columbia, and pressure of 
MacGowan’s motion was with- 
drawn.

Crooked ‘Rookies’ Do Up the 
: 58 Recruiting Officers. 

Britain is happily free of the press- 
gang -to-day, the army is no longer 
crowded with professions! rogues, and 
idlers cannot exist now by: taking the 
“King’s © shilling’—and their {‘hook’’ 
at the same time; nevertheless: there 
is in. England to-day a regular army 
of shady gentry who live by duping 
recruiting-sergeants and regimental 
authorities. ‘the soldier has.outy one 
name for such—“‘fraud,” and, being. a 
good judge of charucter,: he ‘usually 
readily recognizes the type (even. when 
his superiors have, failed to do 80): by. 
the ‘‘fraud’s” furiive ways, his knowl- 
edge of arms and equipment, and par- 
ticularly of other regiments, his squar- 
ed shoulders and rhythmical step, his 
shifty eyes und’ clean-shaven face, 
and, above all, his amazing skill in 
reckoning up sccounts. 

But thut superiors are- not.so' apt 
at detection was proved the other day, 
when a misdemeunant staggered a 
‘megistrate by confessing that he had’ 
served in- no fewer than - seventeen 
regiments, and not more than’ six 
mouths in-uny one! The ingenuity 
and resource of some of these .profcs- 
sional | ‘‘frauds’ would. undoubtedly 
earn them distinction if applied to 
some virtuous pursuit; they can boast 
uf twisting “‘recruiting sergeants round 
their fingers,”” How do they profit? 
Well, when a recruit has been passed 
for the army anu finally sworn, in he 
ig entitled to 4 duy’s pay and ration 
allowance (1s. 6d. altogether), and if 
he appears to be well-spoken, well- 
dressed, or with friends near, he is us- 
ually paid this umount by the recruit- 
ing-ofhcer and given his liberty until 
the time to entrain for his regiment. 
Needless to say,.tne “fraud,” having 
entailed altogether un’ expense of from 
12s. to 14s. in his enlistment, is rare- 
ly seen again after he has received.his 
pay. 

But.more exp2rienced ‘frauds’ du 
much better on tie deal. They either 
ask to be enlisted for a regiment sit- 
uated in some town they are desirous 
of reaching, pucket the “‘traveling al- 
lowance,”’ and, h:.ving come to the end 
of their free journey, elude the ser- 
geant waiting fur them owing to his 
ignorance of their uppearance; or else 
they ask to be enlisted for some reg)- 
ment ‘gituated at the groutest possible 
distance from the recruiting office, be- 
cause the amount of traveling allow- 
ance (which is in addition to pay, 
ete.) depends upon this. A “fraud’’ 
may thus make in a day 1s. as pay, 
6d. as ration allowance, and ls. 4a. 
as traveling allowance, and, needless 
to say, having been seen safely in 
the train by the recruiting-sergeant,

or to any other town he wishes to 


reach. Little wonder, then, that the | 


authorities are considering some plan 
of identification, one country having 
adopted branding to stop ruses of.this 
sort, whilst the United States recently 
atarted a system of finger-print iden- 
tification. ? . 

Sometimes, however, the “fraud” 
has a much deeper-laid scheme. He 
reaches his regiment all right, and 
then elaborately acts so as to lead his 
superiors astray. He betrays the most 
consummate ignorance of army ways, 
invariably saluting with the wrong 
hand, making the wrong “turnings” 
at drill, calling corporals “sir,” put- 
ting his equipment on wrong side to 
the front, saluting sergeants, and so 
on, until all thought of his having 
served before is dismissed. And then 
he amazes by his rapid learning and 
obsequious attentions, and is readily 
granted the furlough of three weeks 
or a month for which he specially 
applies. This meansethe payment of 
a sum (for the latter period) of from 
£2 53. to £2 15s. as furlough money, 
and as he leaves (for good, of course) 
in the very best kit he can get together 
at Government expense, the sale of 
oe wan probably realize another 10s.
